MADISON, VV is., Jan* 14.— With 
the two branches of the general as­ 
sembly in joint session, the message 
of Governor Jam es O. Davidson was 
read today. 
The message launched straight out 
on the topics that have been in issue 
in the state for some time aud rec­ 
ommended to the assembly that ac­ 
tion be taken at once. 
Chief among the things called to 
the attention of the legislature was 
the necessity of an income and in­ 
heritance tax, and taxation of tele­ 
phone companies. While, under a law 
of 1905, the telephone companies 
operating in the state were taxed, 
the governor recommended that this 
be amended so th at a fairer means 
of taxing these concerns might be 
arrived at. 
The governor urged that the state 
capitol be rushed to completion; rec­ 
ommended a primary election jaw; 
extending the powers of the railroad 
commission and further 
Insurance 
legislation. 
ft was also urged that Wisconsin 
go on record as declaring February 
12, Lincoln s birthday, as a holiday. 
The Message 
The message is as follows: 
To the Honorable, the 
Legisla­ 
ture: 
Pursuant to that provision of 
the constitution which requires the 
governor “to communicate to the 
legislature at each session, the con­ 
dition of the state, and to recommend 
such m atters to them for their con­ 
sideration as he may deem expedi­ 
ent,” I herewith subm it the follow­ 
ing-You have been chosen by the peo­ 
ple of this state to repreeent them 
in the perpetuation of certain prin­ 
ciples of governmental policy, and 
not to represent 
your 
individual 
views, but to carry out, by just and 
equitable laws, the will and desire 
of the people. You are charged by 
your constituents with the perform­ 
ance of arduous duties, with hit to 
m aterial compensation therefor, btu 
a conscientious performance of the 
high tru st imposed upon you will 
bring your reward in an approving 
conscience and in the knowledge that 
vour work is performed to perpet­ 
uate and m aintain the p rinciple of 
right government by the people.

tru st th at you will in such legisla­ 
tion as may be enacted, remember 
that changes in statutory laws. ex­ 
cept where made necessary to meet 
changing conditions or perfect those 
found inadequate, should be a \o H e b 
Frequent changes tend to produce 
confusion, and unsettle the | ePjS* 
and confidence af the people in 
stability of the laws. ^

tains the proud distinction of being 
the pioneer in many important.rn . 
tens of advanced b a sia tio n , which 
have proven to be of great benefit 
to the state and a credit to the wis­

be of material benefit to you in your 
work during the session.

in detail, but I invite your notice to 
them and ask you to give such sug­ 
gestions your careful consideration.

of 1907, attention was called to the 
fact that the efforts of the tax com­ 
mission to assess and successfully atx 
personal property had proved a fail-. 
ore. 
We are no nearer to the goal 
now than we were several years ago. 
An attem pt was made in 1903 to 
provide for the taxation of 
mort­ 
gages, but the act, in fact, resulted 
in their exemption. 
This leaves the 
best securities not taxable while oth­ 
er credits are made taxable by law. 
It is hoped that with the inaugura­ 
tion of the system of income taxa­ 
tion these inequalities may be right­ 
ed, and that if it shall be found de­ 


sirable to exempt credits and money, 
that the same 
may 
be 
reached 
through the income tax. However, lf 
mortgages are continued to be ex­ 
empted from taxation, it requires no 
argum ent 
to dem onstrate 
that all 
other 
forms of 
credit should also 
be 
exempt. 
In this connection I 
call your attention to a m atter which 
appears to 
require remedy in some 
form. 
It must be admited at the 
outset 
that 
so far 
as credits are 
concerned, they escape taxation, and

“The governor told me th at it is 


our duty as a nation to prevent con­ 
flagration by stopping the manufac­ 
ture of such inflammable m atter as 
the trusts and special privilege,” 
said Dr. Johnstone. 
“ He said that the price of. good 
government is good citizenship even 
at the sacrifice of party affiliation.

lawyers, while litigants are able to 
secure 
speedy 
trials of their ac­ 
tions.” 
He further states that he has talk­ 
ed it over with a number of lawyers 
in this circuit before coming to Madi­ 
son and they 
favor the proposed 
plan.

“ It seems to be *he concensus of 
opinion,” says *«r; Twesme. “ainee 
the La Crosse county board failed 
to pass a resolution providing for a 
superior court there, that an extra 
judge in the circuit 
is 
the most 
practical solution of the problem.” 
That the bill of Mr, Twesme is un- 
comdtuticnal is shown by section 7 of 
article 7 of the state constitution 
which reads as follows: 
“ For each 
circuit there shall be chosen by the 
qualified electors thereof one cir­ 
cuit judge, except that in any cir­ 
cuit composed of one county only, 
which county shall contain a popula­ 
tion, according to the last state or 
United States census, of one hundred 
thousand inhabitants or over, the 
legislature may from time to time, 
authorize additional judges to be 
I chosen. Every circuit judge shall re­ 
side in the circuit from which he 
is elected and shall hold hi* office 
for such time and shall receive such 
compensation as the legislature shall 
prescribe.”

The plan of Mr. Twesme while said 
J to be a good one by La Crosse attor­ 
neys has nevertheless created amuse- 
rnent here because of the fact that 
the young politician has drawn a bill 
which is unconstitutional. 
That it may be possible to secure 
an amendment to the constitution 
and then secure the passage of the 
measure is possible but considered 
improbable.

This source of revenue is con­ 
stantly increasing, and the question of 
proper enforcement of the statute is a 
matter of growing importance. At the 
last session provision was made for aa 
additional assistant to the attorney 
general, with the requirement that he 
designate one of his assistants, whose 
special duty it should be to attend to 
all matters pertaining to the enforce­ 
ment of the inheritance law. 
The statute should be so amended so 
as to require the district attorneys of 
the several counties to assist the at­ 
torney general in enforcing the collec­ 
tion of the tax. 
There are cases where there is no 
administration of the estate of a de- ' 
ceased person and no tax collected, ad 
amendment should be made to the 
statute providing that some official of 
tbs county shall have power to apply 
for administration, if the representa­ 
tives or heirs of the estate neglect, for 
an unreasonable time to do so. 
Another way in which this tax is 
evaded is by omitting property from 
the inventory, and thus reducing tho 
value of the estate to be taxed; and 
still another is resorted to in some 
cases, through filing and proving ficti­ 
tious claims against it. which, under 
the law*, must be deducted before the 
tax is determined. Such acts should 
he made punishable by fine or impris­ 
onment, or both. This would tend to 
•top the practice. 
At the last session T vetoed a bill 
containing this provision as it applied 
to taxes in process of collection, and 
for other reasons. Such a provision 
would, no doubt, be a benefit to some 
of the larger counties, but It would 
operate to deprive many counties of 
the benefits of the tax. since there are 
many of them in which a very small 
amount of tax Is collected. In my 
opinion, this form of taxation should 
be retained essentially as a state tax. 
and in that way all the people of the 
state will receive the benefit thereof 
In the lessening of state taxation. 
Taxation ef Telephone Companies. 
Chapter 488, Laws of 1905, provides 
for the taxation of telephone com­ 
panies by percentage upon gross re­ 
ceipts. Companies whose gross earn­ 
ings for the preceding year are over 
$109,000, pey an annual license fee of 
4 per cent on such receipts, and lf
